1HE MAIHE tSOIBLATUBE 


Asaembles on Monday There arc many sub- 
jects coming before it for consideration which 
will give the session much importance 
The 


special reporter for the Whig at Augusta will 
keep our readers pretty well informed of cur- 
rent events 
Meanwhile, we desire simply to 


draw attention to a few points that must re- 
cewe early and earnest attention 


Eadroads-Bill probably monopolize a good 


portion of the session, and the indications are 
tliit mnch will be eifected m the encourage- 
ment of new lines in which our people ha\e 
become so deeply interested. About the first 
question under this head,however,wul be that 
of consolidation. The Maine Central and 
Portland & Kennebec Roads ask to be unit- 
ed under one organization. Many prejudices 
against the growth of corporations will have 
to be overcome, and the contest will be spir- 
ited, but the proposition seems to be favora- 
bly entertained. The most reasonable irgu- 
ment in favor of consolidation is tint it will 
be instrumental in advancing other Railroad 
projects through the aid of the united corpo- 
rations 
There can be little doubt that ive 


shall succeed m procuring a charter for an 
Aroostook Railroad which means business 
A Eailroad from Bangor to Ellsworth and 
perhaps from Ellsworth to Macliias, «ul 
be chartered, and there seems -uSo a dis- 
position to charter roids from Bangor to 
Bucksoort and e ther from Bucksport to 
Ellsworth, or to connect w ith the hue from 
Bingor to Ellsv. orth 
A strong mo\e will 


also be made to enact a general railroad la- 
in the disposition to remove the competiti< 
ot Railroad men from the legisliturt to tl 
lines of construction ind the communiti 
interested 
We scarcely belie* e tins will su 


ceed, althougu the subject hat not been fairlv 
canvassed, but still a more than usual liber- 
ality will manifest itself to gr>e charters to 
parties wherever there is a show of responsi- 
bility 


The subject of education must receive ear- 


h attention. A wholesome .agitation has 
been going on the past jear for refonnm our 
school system in several respects The course 
of studies ui our public schools ought to be 
revised, a uniform series of text books 
should be adopted, our school district plan 
must be materially changed or abolished en- 
tirely,and some means can be adopted where- 
bj a wholesome education can be enforced 
upon all the chddreji. The improvements 
instituted by the last Legislature have proved 
so successful, ind our leading educators hav e 
become so thoroughly aroused to the impor- 
tance of increasing our educational facilities, 
that there can be little doubt that much will 
be accomplished under this head 


The question perhaps of ths greatest im- 


portance to the future Interest of tht. Sjtate, 
i» that of manufactories 
Can anvthmg be 


done to encourage them ? We believe it can 
We believe that within the past few months 
this subject has been so Javorebly elucidated, 
that there can be httle difference of opinion 
TS to the benefits to be denved I from the en 
cduragement to this great branch of indus- 
try, and the only obstacles vull be present ex- 
pediency or power to aid 
If anything can 


be done reasonably to invite foreign capita] 
to our waiting water powers, the Legislature 
should attend to it very early. 


The conviction seems to be growing that 


something should be done to insure the more 
thorough enforcement of the prohiDitory law 
It cannot be denied, that the law is in many 
places a dead letter, and that it is almost uni- 
ve-sally neglected to a considerable extent 
Can anvtbmg be done to reform this condi 
tion0 Let the friends of temperance bring 
then- influence to bear to some purpose, and 
we believe the Legislature will listen to any 
demand that shall promise a more vigorous 
prosecution of dealears and a check upon the 
present unfortunate hcense m the hquoi 
traffic 


Other important subjects to come up arc,— 


the proposition for taxing the stock of sav- 
ings banks and other matters connected 
therewith, the question of taxing foreign in- 
surance companies, the abolition of capital 
punishment, the extension of suffrage to wo- 
men, an investigation of the alleged paper 
credit frauds,—all of which will create much 
interest and call more than usually for a dis- 
play of legislative wisdom and deliberation 


Through all, the important point must not 


be forgotten, that the paople are already un 
u^uallv burduicd with taxation, and that, 
though manv acts may seem to call for nen 
appropriations, where the necessity is not ab- 
solute the great endeavor of the Legislature 
must be economical legislation.
